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This One Was Almost 


Too Close To Call! 


Romulus residents who have never 
participated in elections because they 
believed that "one vote won't make a 
difference" should have learned a valu- 
able lesson on Tuesday, November 2. 

That was the day of the City's gen- 
eral election for the offices of Mayor, 
Clerk, Treasurer, and City Council. 

An unofficial count tabulated by City 
Clerk Linda Choate's office after polls 
closed at 8 p.m. revealed the closest City 
Council election race in the history of 
Romulus. 

Unofficial totals for the unopposed 
incumbents in the Mayor, Clerk, and Trea- 
surer elections showed Mayor Beverly 
McAnally garnering 1,829 of the 2,629 
total votes cast, Clerk Choate receiving 
1,797 votes, and Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski getting 1,647 votes. 

But, with nine ballot candidates and 
one write-in candidate battling for the 
seven available City Council seats, unof- 
ficial tallies showed incumbent Mary Ann 
Banks retaining her Mayor Pro Tem posi- 
tion with a total of 1,796 votes, followed 
by incumbents Randolph Gear (1,708), 
William Wadsworth (1, 569), Jimmie C. 
Raspberry (1,476), Noah"Pete” Bergeron 
(1,327), and Ellis Pennington (1,316). 





Although the seventh incumbent, 
Russell Lambert, did not file petitions to 
place his name onthe ballot as a Council 
candidate, a last-minute decision to seek 
write-in votes earned him an unofficial 
count of 103 —clearly not nearly enough 
to retain his position as the seventh Coun- 
cilman. That leftnewcomers Mary Hatten 
Collins, Michael Prybyla, and Gwen Sibert 
to vie for the seat vacated by Lambert — 
and what a fight it was! 

. Tuesday's unofficial totals showed a 
single vote separating the top two — 


-Prybyla and Collins—who received 1,299 


and 1,298 votes, respectively. Sibert was 
respectably close behind with a total of 
1,179. 

Understandably, candidates and 
residents alike were anxious to find out if 
Tuesday's count would be overturned in 
the Boardof Canvassers ' official Wednes- 
day tally — however, even though the 
official count revealed a slight discrep- 
ancy in three of the candidates’ vote 
totals (Napiorkowski gained one vote, 
Wadsworth lost five votes, and seven of 
Lambert's write-in votes were disquali- 
fied when voters did not use both his first 
and last name), both Prybyla's and 
Collins’ tallies remained the same. O

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Romulus Profile: James Napiorkowski

In January 1989, Romulus City Trea- 
surer James Napiorkowski began a pro- 
gram — which he continues to this day — 
of personally assisting Romulus' senior 
citizens in filing an important part of their 
Michigan Income Tax returns by obtain- 
ing the information necessary for com- 
pleting their Michigan Homestead Prop- 
erty Tax and Michigan Heating Credit 
forms. ..and he performs this service at 
no charge. 

"They come to my office in City Hall," 
explained Napiorkowski, "and it takes 
about 15 minutes for me to get the infor- 
mation and send the forms to the State. 
These are people who are on fixed in- 
comes and can't afford to go to a place 
like H&R Block. In the first year, | helped 
about 150 seniors; last year, it was up to 
more than 230." 

In this year's City election, the 42- 
year-old Dearborn native was, for the 
third consecutive time, unopposed in his 
bid for the office of Romulus City Trea- 
surer. In Napiorkowski's initial bid for the 
post, in November 1987, he ran against 
— and defeated — incumbent John 
Lewkowicz. 

When queried as to what had 
prompted him to take the initial plunge 
into City government, the 18-year Romu- 
lus resident replied, "| was doing volun- 
teerwork at City Hallin 1986 and, through 
that, | became more interested in lecal 
government. Atfirst, | was thinking about 
running for City Council — but, in early 
1987, Mayor [Beverly] McAnally encour- 
aged me to run for City Treasurer, 
instead.” 

Napiorkowski continued, saying that 
his decision to run for Treasurer was 
arrived at only after careful consider- 
ation over a period of months. A major 
factor in his deliberations was the fact 
that the office was a full-time post. 

"At that time," he said, "| had been 
with General Motors for 14 years. Al- 
though my wife was working, her income 
wouldn't have been enough to support 
our family if | ranin, and lost, the election. 
Finally, we decided that | should try it 
and, in September 1987, | took abuy-out 
from GM." 

Consequently, Napiorkowski was 
unemployed from the time of his GM 
departure until he won the election in 
November. 

"Things were tight," he recalled, "but 
we managed." 

A 1969 graduate of Taylor's Ken- 
nedy High School (his family moved to 
Taylor when he was three years old), 
Napiorkowski has furthered his educa- 
tion by periodic attendance at Ypsilanti's 
Eastern Michigan University, Henry Ford 
Community College in Dearborn, and 
Wayne County Community College. Be- 


sides taking business and accounting _ 
classes,: he has Also earned credits ins? 
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drafting, mathematics, and the skilled 
trades. Of these, the business and ac- 
counting classes were most helpful when 
Napiorkowski was first elected as City 
Treasurer. 

"When | took office,” he stated, "the 
first thing that | wanted to do was mod- 
ernize the Department. At that point, 
computers weren't being used in our 
area. By employing the use of comput- 
ers, the Department's efficiency has im- 
proved considerably." 

The introduction of computers also 
allowed the City to save money in the 
area of employee wage payments, since 
the efficiency of the new system eventu- 
ally allowed the Department to eliminate 
one of its personnel. 

Currently, Napiorkowski's staff con- 
sists of Deputy Treasurer Carolyn Smith 
and Departmental clerks Rosemary 
Mazzola, Michelle Manikowski, and Jen- 
nifer Holtschlag. 

Said Napiorkowski, "I'm very fortu- 
nate; my staff is very efficient. They alldo 
a good job, work well together, and even 
socialize away from work." 

In August 1992, after three years of 
preparation, Napiorkowski became a 
certified municipal financial administra- 
tor. Generally recognized as a presti- 
gious ranking within the financial com- 
munity, the certification is awarded by 
the National Treasurer's Association. 

Napiorkowski is also a member of 
several organizations, both professional 
and social. The Treasurer is profession- 
ally affiliated with the Michigan Municipal 
Treasurers Association (recently elected 
Director of the Association's board of 
directors). and the Wayne County Trea- 
surers Association (currently serves as 
vice-president and will be sworn in as 
presidentin December). Other groups of 
which he is a member include the Mu- 
nicipal Treasurers Association of the 
United States and Canada (since 1989); 
the Romulus Kiwanis Club, which he 
joined in 1988 and became president of 
just a month ago; the Romulus Demo- 
cratic Club, which he joined in 1987 and 
has served as president of for the past 
three years; and the Romulus Building 
Authority, of which he has been an active 
memberforfive years. Infact, itisthrough 
the Building Authority that Napiorkowski 
has become heavily involved with the 
removal of asbestos at City Hall and the 
Romulus Public Library. 

In 1990, Napiorkowski began work- 
ing onthe Romulus Salvation Army Advi- 
sory Council. Meeting once a month, the 
Council advises the charitable group's 
Romulus branch on local business af- 
fairs and the like. Consisting of approxi- 
mately 15 members of the community, 
the Councilis now working its way through 
the relocation of the Salvation Army's 
Romulus facility — a move required due 


_ to the expansion plans of Detroit Metro- 
politan Airport. Napiorkowski noted that

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ground-breaking for the new site, locat- 
ed at the intersection of Van Born and 
Middlebelt roads, will begin next spring. 
Napiorkowski and his wife Angelika 
have been married for 22 years. For the 
past eight years, Angelika has been with 
Romulus’ St. Lawrence Press, Inc., work- 
ing in accounting, invoicing, and payroll. 
She enjoys baking and collecting an- 
tiques, and attends numerous antique 
flea-markets each year. 
Twenty-one-year-old James, Jr., is 
the eldest of the couple's children. James 
has been in the Air Force for the past 
year and a half, and is currently pulling 
temporary duty in Saudi Arabia. In that 
particular "world hot-spot," James’ unitis 
directly connected with the mission of 
maintaining aerial patrols over the area's 
"no-fly zone." After completing his mili- 
tary obligation, he hopes to work for an 
airline, performing aircraft maintenance. 
Daughter Michelle, 19, does clerical 
work at the Canton branch of State Farm 
Insurance. Michelle likes camping and 
often goes with a group of friends that 
she knows from her high-school days. 
For the past 19 years, Napiorkowski 
has belonged to the Allen Park Model 
Railroading Club. During weekly meet- 
ings, the Club's eight current members 
work on their 20'x40' model train layout, 
which consists of hand-laid track and 
custom-made buildings and scenery. The 
_ layout can accommodate Six model trains 
‘at any given tife.* ~ 
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"When | was in the Air Force,” said 
Napiorkowski, "| built model airplanes, 
but they were too easily ruined when 
they crashed. With model railroading, | 
was looking, so to speak, for something 
more permanent. 

"Atour meetings,” he continued, "we 
work on our layout most of the time. 
Twice a year, though, we have ‘operating - 
sessions' that runfrom six to eight weeks. 
During those meetings, we actually mimic 
authentic railroading.” 

Woodworking was named by Napior- 
kowski as another hobby that he enjoys. 
Although he's been working with wood 
for most of his life, he's found that, during 
the past eight or nine years, his interest 
has intensified. 

"When the City's cable TV was start- 
ing,” he noted, "the Cable Commission 
provided the money for materials, and | 
volunteered my time to construct the 
console that holds all the equipment.” 

When asked to comment on his ten- 
ure as City Treasurer, Napiorkowski re- 
plied, "I really enjoy the job, especially 
the interaction with the people. My main 
goal is to keep the office running as 
efficiently as possible. Also, | want to 
provide as many services to the commu- 
nity as possible while still staying within 
our budget." 

And, considering the vote of confi- 
dence whichthe people of Romulus have 
given to himin the last four elections, it is 


apparent that his abilities in these areas
